Washington, March 2.3.—A 


crisis in German American afi'aiis 
is anticipated on account of the 
submarine attack on the channel 
liner Sussex in Avhich at least iour 
American lives were lost. Ambas- 
sador Page cabled ii-om London 
tonight that a German submarine 
scut the Sussex to the bottom. 


London, March 25.—At least 50 


persons, some oi! them Americans, 
lost their lives in the explosion 
which damaged the channel liner 
Sussex oft' the French coast, ac- 
cording to survhors who were 
landed at Dover and who reached 
London this afternoon. 


Tt was declared that the Sussex 


was sunk by a German submarine, 
the lookout on tlie vessel seeing 
the wa.ke of the torpedo as it sped 
toward the -vessel. Another report 
is that she is at Boulogne, 
badly 


damaged. 


Some of the survivois put the 


list of missing

more than fifty. The dead include 
a number of women and children. 


Among the sum ivors arriving 


here were a number of Americans. 
They said that there had been be- 
tween 20 and 30 Americans on the 
ship when it was attacked.
